PEACE TREATY 


(Continued from Paae One) 


Ireland's right to free national self- 
determination; and that the people of 
Ireland constituted a distinct and sep- 
arate nation, ethically and historically, 
and attested by every other standard 
of political science. 
I was able 
to 


contend that the Irish never voluntar- 
ily accepted British rule or authority, 
but consistently challenged it 
thru 


centuries, and that they in fact, in re- 
cent national plebiscites clearly indi- 
cated their will to live their national 
life as an independent, sovereign state. 


"These statements could not, at that 


time, bo challenged. 
Circumstances 


surrounding the so-called act of union 
of 1800 were so notorious that no in- 
formed person would seriously hold 
that that act constituted a valid con- 
tract. 


"In Irish history there is not a sin- 


gle instance of j;he Irish people volun- 
tarily bending "the knee- to British au- 
thority. Ireland's moral case is per- 
fect. There never was a spiritual sur- 
render. 


"Now this treaty, if ratified by tho 


people,' will determine our whole nat- 
ional position. Our people do not rea- 
lize this. I know the Irish policy of 
dominant political laders of the last 
century and the present century up 
to the time of Redmond's death has 
so affected the mental background of 
all who are above middle age that 
they slip back quite easily over the 
last decade as if it had not existed, 
regarding this treaty from the stand- 
point merely of a home rule act that 
cannot set bounds to the onward 
march of the nation. 


"I can accept and enjoy such free- 


dom as my Jailer gives me and with- 


out dishonor use it to escape com- 
pletely from his bands, provided I 
have to give no understanding to 10- 
main as his prisoner. But if I give a 
parole, it is different. I then bind 
myself not to escape. I make myself 
his prisoner- by my own act. If Ire"- 
land wants to be free she should n^t 
give her parole to remain a prisoner. 


"The Nationalist's who support the 


present treaty are of two classes: 


"First—Those of whom President 


Griffith may be regarded as typical, 
who are prepared to accept the free- 
dom promised by the treaty as full 
satisfaction for o».ir national claims. 


"Second—Those like Mike Collins, 


who would have us accept the treaty 
simply as a further installment from 
Britain. 


"But both are wrong, for on the one 


hand it is incomplete satisfaction and 
on the other it is in the 
guise of 


treaty or contract. It cannot be ac- 
cepted in the light of installment.

Of Strike, Declares Thatj 
Production Is 50 Per Cent 
Normal. 


KANSAS CITY, KAN*.. Jan. 16. — 


The Kansas City packinghouses, which 
rank next to those of Chicago in in- 
dustrial importance, are rounding into 
their seventh week of striku with pro- 
duction 50 per cent below normal and 
accompanied by enormous waste. 


While 70 per cent of the 
former 


number of workers are strewn thru 
the plants, efficiency is hamstrung by 
the absence of such a large proportion 
of the skilled butchers. The strike is 
especially strong among the skilled 
operatives in the killing, cutting and 
casing rooms and the packers find it 
very difficult to replace these men. 


The packers' strikebcarking scouts j 


are combing the surrounding states ( 
for trained butchers who could read-! 
ily be adapted to the work, at Armour- 
dale, but are meeting with compara- 
tively little success. Getting unskilled i 
labor is much easier and already thcie . 
is nearly as much as can be utilized ! 
under the present crippled condition.

All elements of cout hare largely in- 
creased while their price has been re- 
duced to such a point that it fails to 
9over the cost of production.

Note: The "boiling point" of a liquid is simply the temperature on the Fahrenheit ther- " 
mometer at which it will begin to boil or go off in the form of vapor. In distilling a given 
quantity of gasoline refiners ascc; tain at what point each 10% of the liquid will boll until 
the entire quantity is boiled away or evaporated. In this way is determined what is known 
as the initial boiling point, the final boiling point and all intervening boiling points.

(Contlnutd from Page Qn«) 
ant tho it is—is the surest road to the 
restoration of sound methods and a 
new period of prosperity. 


Wo are today able to look into the 


future with more confidence and opti- 
mism than ban been possible for many 
yean past. 
Not that we are thru 


wtih our troubles, for there are still 
great difficulties to be overcome; but 
we are looking at facts as they are, 
we are adjusting ourselves to those 
facts, and we are laying foundations 
that are strong and sure. 


In this country we have many pro- 


blems to bo solved, but there is one 
particular point that I would like to 
make on this occasion, which it seems 
to me is fundamental to the restora- 
tion of American prosperity. 


Tho greatest of American interests 


next to agriculture is that of trans- 
portation. 
I have been told that it 


would take five blll'ou dollars to put 
our trausporattion companies abreast 
of the commercial requirements of the 
nation and to make up for their in- 
ability to expand and progress during 
the past few years. If we were to 
have an outburst of Industrial prosper- 
ity, it is altogether unlikely that our 
railroads would bo able to carry the 
burden. 


Our railroads for the past two years 


have abandoned more miles of track 
than they have built, and in that per- 
iod they have probably retired from 
service more freight 
and passenger 


cars than they have installed. In a 
country like ours with its great future 
still ahead of it, that is an impossible 
situation. 


our railroads 


are hemmed in by rules, regulations! 
and restrictions which deprive them of 
power to exorcise their discretion, pre-1 
vent tho exercise of sound business 
judgement which has grown out of 
their long experience, and interfere 
with their doing acts which if done 
would contribute immeasurably to the 
restoration of property. 


You never make progress by ham- 


stringing ability and initiative, and no 
Industry over gave good service long 
if it wasn't prosperous itself. 


My message, therefore, to the Amer- 


ican people is that as a measure to 
contribute to the revival of prosperity 
in our country, let us repeal all the 
laws wo have placed on the statute 
books which repress Initiative, restrict 
enterprise, and dampen enthusiasm on 
the part of the men in charge of our 
railroads.
